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Pope calls 
bishops’ 
meeting 
‘fruitful’

VATICAN CITY — Pope John Paul 
II said the recent meeting between U.S. 
bishops and Vatican officials was a 
“‘fruitful’’ discussion that should serve as 
a guideline for the bishops in their future 
ministry. 

The pope said that as a result of the 
meeting, he expected the bishops to 
convey to U.S. Catholics an “‘increased 
awareness of the challenges’’ facing the 
church in the United States — including 
elements that need to be 
““purified’’ by the Gospel message. 

The pope made the remarks in a letter 
to all U.S. bishops dated March 19. The 
text was. released at the Vatican March 
Hh 

The pope said the March 8-11 meeting, 
which involved 35'U.S. bishops and 25 
Curia officials, gave him a chance to view 
the church in the United States “‘from 
within.’’ He said viewing the U.S. church 
in such a way is an important part of his 
role as pope, which he said should not 
merely be considered as ‘‘a global service, 
reaching each particular. church from 
outside.”’ 7 :

Diocese 
places 
women in

ALCALA PARK — Catholic women 
are serving in many leadership positions 
in the Diocese of San Diego, a practice 
that is called for in the first draft of the 
U.S. bishops’ pastoral letter on women. 

And following the work of a diocesan 
committee that coordinated feedback 
from more than 30 parishes to the first 
draft, that committee will now serve as a 
resource group to Bishop Leo T. Maher 
as programs are developed in the diocese 
to address women’s concerns. 

At the February meeting of the 
Diocesan Pastoral Council, the 
grassroots’ advisory body to the bishop, 
Bishop Maher asked the diocesan input 
committee on the first draft of the 
women’s pastoral to continue as an 
advisory group. i 

Although he said that ‘‘over the years, 
we have tried to integrate women into the 
different departments. (including 
leadership positions) of the diocese,” 
there is room for consultation and more 
integration (Southern Cross, Feb. 23). 

The first draft of the pastoral on women 
was released in April 1988 and is entitled 
“‘Partners in the Mystery of Redemption

ministers’ salary scale

SAN 
diocesan Board of Educational Ministries 
recently approved a 1989-90 Recommend- 
ed Minimum Pay Scale for parish coor- 
dinators of youth ministry. 

The scale represents an across-the- 
board 4.5 percent cost of living raise as 
established by the Consumer Price Index 
issued by the United States government. 

The pay scale is not binding but ‘“‘it is 


our hope that pastors would respect this as ~ 


the minimum,”’ explained Father Edward 
‘‘Bud’’ Kaicher, director of the diocesan 


One-third of the parishes have 
full-time paid youth ministers 
and 15 have part-time employ- 
ees that receive some type of stt- 
pend. ;

Each year, the board reviews the salary 
scale and tries to keep it at a level 
equitable to those salaries in the secular 
world, said Father Kaicher. 

‘“‘We can’t compare to the secular 
world but percentage-wise it’s close. The 
difference is being able to work in a 
church environment,’’ he noted. 

The pay scale has five categories. 

e Scale A — non-degree education 
and experience acceptable to the parish; 

e Scale B — a Bachelor of Arts degree 
in religious education, religious studies or 
theology, or a diploma in religious 
education; 

e Scale C — a B.A. plus graduate 


‘semester hours or equivalent in religious 


education, religious studies, theology or 
administration; 
© Scale D — a Master of Arts degree

in religious education, religious studies or 
theology; 

e Scale E— a M.A. plus 15 graduate 
semester hours or equivalent in religious 
education, religious studies, theology or 
administration. 


Starting pay levels also depend on the ~ 


number of years of experience. 

Father Kaicher said that about one- 
third of the parishes in the San Diego 
diocese have full-time paid youth 
ministers and that about 15 parishes have 
part-time employees that receive some 
type of stipend. 

It is important to note, said Father 
Kaicher, that some youth ministers have 
combined responsibilities — some also 
work with the junior high school students, 
others with young adults — and should be 
compensated. 

“T think it (the scale) really is a 
minimum. It’s my hope that no parishes 
would pay people lower than this. If they 
want to pay more, wonderful,’’ he said. 

Father Kaicher told Southern Cross he 
believes it is important to pay youth 
ministers because with volunteers, the 
element of accountability is missing. 

Volunteers are giving of their time and 
are not obligated to do that job whereas paid 
personnel are expected to perfrom aspecific 
job, he explained. 

‘Paying someone’ 
professionalism,’’ he said. 

Msgr. John Dickie, pastor at St. 
Columba Church, Serra Mesa, said, ‘‘I 
think the recommended minimum is 
probably the way to go simply because if 
you have a youth minister who’s very 
competent, it gives you a standard to wok 
with.”’ 

“Tf he’s going to continue working for 
the church, he needs enough money to 
live (on). I think we are very fortunate in 
this person, and we’re interested in him

being able to stay with us,’’ said Msgr. 
Dickie. 
Father Roger Lechner, pastor at 


Church of the Resurrection, Escondido, 
said he supports the recommended pay 
scale 100 percent even though it is a basic 
minimum.

to contract with up to 20 residential AIDS 
shelter pilot projects for an 18-month 
period until June 30, 1990, explained 
Sister Fay Hagen, CSJ, residence 
director of Josue House. 

The shelter projects are exempt from 
community care and health facility license 
requirements provided they meet certain 
requirements by the state department. 

The shelters must provide adequate 
room and board for AIDS or ARC 
patients in a clean and safe environment, 
said Sister Hagen. 


An evaluation of the pilot projects will 
examine the needs of homeless persons 
with AIDS in California, reflecting the 
importance of shelters and whether they 
can provide a safe and satisfactory living 
environment without licensing 
requirements or regulation, she 
explained. 

All shelters will be required to maintain 
written agreements for referrals and 
acceptance of residents, added Sister 
Hagan.

I must protest the necessity for the University of San 
Diego to proclaim itself opposed to abortion (Southern 
Cross, March 9). After all, it is a university, and a 
university can hardly be expected to subscribe to the 
ideas advanced by every speaker who appears on 
campus. Thank God, and common sense, too. 

In any case, one should probably rejoice that someone 
like Ms. Sarah Weddington appears on campus, 


especially if one is anti-abortion. Seldom does one have 
a similar opportunity to see up close and in person how 
stupid she is, how inane her position, how devious her 


strategy. One may assume that university students have 
at least some incipient ability to think. How could they, 
then, not see that the jurisprudential merits of Roe vs. 
Wade are at best exiguous (scanty), if existent at all. 

For example, Ms. Weddington argues that the heart 
of the matter is the right of a woman to choose, and that 
this right is rooted in the right of privacy. Even she 
concedes that the right of privacy is an invention of the 
then Supreme Court, one of the most vicious cases of 
eisegesis (reading one’s own ideas into a text) in the 
history of constitutional interpretation. 


And as for the right to choose ... one cannot simply 
choose; one must always choose something — except, of 
course, in the never, never fairyland of fantasy 
inhabited by Ms. Weddington and her ideological ilk. 

It is obvious that they cannot face up to the nature of 
abortion itself. Hence, they must resort to the cover-up 
of being pro-choice. In reality, of course, they are pro- 
abortion. 

Protests against her appearance on campus may be 
well intentioned, but their only serious consequence will 
be to harass the university into attitudes and policies as 
narrow, censorious and thought-controlling as those of 
the ACLU and similar monomaniacal, elitist pressure 
groups set upon creating America in their image and 
likeness. :

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Rescuers put faith on line 


For a sit-in protest, where the demonstrators were 
prepared to be arrested for trespassing, blocking 
entrances to a building where abortions were scheduled 
that day, the actions of those Catholics and Protestants 
participating in Project Rescue March 18 in Escondido 
were not only admirable but inspirational. 

From 7 to 11:50 a.m., some 200 persons prayed, sang 
mostly religious songs and read Scripture as they sat and 
occasionally stood in front of every entrance of the Town 
Center Professional Building on E. Ohio Avenue. And 
some attended religious services, including a Mass, at 5 
a.m. that same day. 

There was no confrontation, not even when members 
of an ACLU legal team tried to hand them a copy of a 
court injunction barring them from their actions of 
blocking the entrances, and not even when police 
escorted to an entrance an internist, who had an office in 
the building and wanted to enter. Because the man was 
not associated with Dr. Ying Chen, who offers abortions 
there, the rescuers allowed him to enter. Dr. Chen’s 
office canceled all its appointments that day. Unborn 
babies were saved, at least for one day. 

Being there, it was easy to understand how an on-duty 
police officer working a rescue site in Las Vegas in 
January decided not to arrest the rescuers and to stand 
in with them. 

‘*As a sworn protector of human life I must always be 
prepared to rescue or to assist others, when the means 


and opportunity exist to do so,’’ Officer Cheb Gallagher 

read from a statement at the site. ‘‘Therefore, I must 

stand with them now in their good faith attempt to 
- rescue pre-born babies from certain death.”’ 


Officer Gallagher was suspended from duty and 
arrested for his actions. 


His stand took courage. I’m sure Father Edward 
‘‘Bud’’ Kaicher understands the risk Gallagher faced. 
Father Kaicher, who sat-in at an entrance of the 
Escondido building March 18, if arrested would have 
been in violation of his two-year probation. It stems 
from his arrest last fall as he sat with a sign, ‘“Choose 
Life,’’ next to an entry of an area abortion clinic. 

Whatever we believe about civil disobedience in the 
pro-life movement, the reality is that it has come. People 
in this diocese and throughout the country are putting 
their faith and their dignity on the line non-violently to 
protect the life of the unborn. 

They are risking the indignity of arrest, a jail sentence 
and other legal action as well as ridicule and perhaps 
abandonment by friends or. relatives. They deserve our 
respect and, in some way, our support. 


Arms race ruining economy 


“The hundreds of billions of dollars spent by our nation each year on the arms 
race create a massive drain on the U.S. economy as well as a very sertous ‘brain 
drain.’”?

Thirty years ago U.S. auto-makers dominated the 
world market. The automobile had been invented to a 
large extent in the United States and had first been mass 
produced here. Much of our progress from a nation of 
farmers to the world’s leading industrial nation was 
fueled by our ability to make inexpensive, practical cars. 
It appeared almost certain that U.S. companies would 
continue to dominate the industry indefinitely. 

Today U.S.. auto-makers have lost their leadership 
role to Japanese auto-makers, who not only dominate 
the world market but have taken over a major portion of 
the U.S. market. It’s a shift of historic proportions 
which has brought the pain of unemployment to 
numerous American families. : 

The Japanese have taken control of the automobile 
market because they’ve been able to manufacture 
attractive, reliable cars which get very high gas mileage 
— and still sell them for less than most U.S. companies, 
even after paying ocean freight. 

There are many reasons the Japanese car-makers 
have been able to undersell their U.S. rivals. One is-that 
Japanese workers and executives are willing to accept 
lower wages than their American counterparts. But 
there is another factor which is at least as important, and 
possibly more so. It’s a little known effect which the 
arms race has on our economy called the “‘brain drain.”’ 

It works like this: Graduates of the top engineering 
and business schools in Japan often go to work for the 
big auto manufacturers. That’s because the automobile 
business is where the greatest opportunities are in the 
Japanese economy. For the same reason auto-makers 
are able to hire the most efficient workers. 

In the United States, a high proportion of our 
engineering and scientific talent has been hired by the 
defense industry. Since World War II that is where the 
greatest opportunities have been in our economy. 
Defense contractors have also hired many of our best 
workers. 


What this means is that for the last 40 years the best 
business, engineering and mechanical talent in Japan 
has been focused on building the best cars possible at the 
lowest prices possible. During those same years our best 
people have focused their talents or creating the most 
advanced military hardware possible with no concern for 
price. 

The result is that the United States now has the 
largest, most powerful military arsenal in the history of 
mankind, and Japan has taken over the position we once 
held as the international leader of the automobile 
industry. 

The automobile industry is not the only industry 
which has been hurt by the brain drain. This same shift 
of our human resources to weapons-making has severely 
affected the electronics industry, which was also created 
and originally dominated by U.S. companies. Every 
industry where scientific research and engineering are 
the keys to success have been affected. 

In the economics pastoral our bishops note that 
‘‘nearly half of the American scientific and engineering 
force works in defense-related programs and over 60 
percent of the entire federal research and development 
budget goes to the military.’’ They ask if ‘‘our nation 
will ever be able to modernize our economy and achieve 
full employment if we continue to devote so much of our 
financial and human resources-to defense-related 
activities.’ 

In today’s economy success depends on international 
trade. That’s a new era for Americans, and our 
economic well-being depends on learning how to deal 
with the challenges it represents. 

The question we as a nation face is this: Can we 
continue to assign our best minds to making ever more 
sophisticated and expensive weapons and still hope to 
survive as a global economic power?

While most initial attention has focused 
on the likely impact of the new profession 
and oath on the Catholic academic world, 
Msgr. McManus said one area that the 
documents may ‘‘hit people hardest’’ is in 
their possible impact on pastors. Pastors 
are to take the profession and oath each 
time they are assigned a parish. 

Msgr. McManus, a professor of canon 
law at The Catholic University of 
America in Washington, commented on 
the new Vatican documents in a 
telephone interview March 22.

State grant gives Josue House short-term independence

““The shelters are intended to provide a 
stable home where residents may, if 
necessary, arrange for and_ receive 
intermittent home health, social and 
mental health services until they find 
other housing or until they require 


placement in a hospital facility,’’ said 
Kizer. 
Twenty-three applicants submitted 


proposals for residential AIDS shelters; 
16 were selected as contractors for 17 
sites. Fourteen contractors will receive 
state funding and two. will be pilot 
projects without state funding. 

Josue House will receive $30,000 for 
fiscal year 1989 and $60,000 for fiscal 
year ending in 1990. 

“‘The funds will be used to cover 
operating costs and salaries,’’ said Sister 
Hagan. 


Being awarded the grant means that 
“‘the St. Vincent de Paul Center will be 
able to use the money that has been put 
into the house for other programs 
sponsored by the center,’’ she added. 

As far as funding is concerned, Josue 
House will now be able to operate 
independently for a year and a half, she 
said. 

The three-bedroom house can 
accommodate six persons. Under the 
conditions of the grant, it must maintain 
a quota of 70 percent occupancy. ‘‘We 
think we have a good program and we’re 
happy that other people recognize it to be 
good,’’ said Sister Hagan. 

‘SAll the people of San Diego benefit 
(from the grant). Because of the nature of 
the illness, when people are homeless they 
often resort to other ways of meeting their 
expenses. Those ways are not always 
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healthy,’’ she said. 

“We've provided a safe; homelike 
atmosphere in which not only to die, but 
to live,’”’ she said.

church’s evangelizing role in your 
country, which will offer valuable points 
of reference for your future ministry,” 
the pope said. 

“Rather than a list of specific 
conclusions, you who were present will 
convey to those whom you represented an 
increased awareness of the challenges 
which call the church in the United States 
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to proclaim ever more effectively the 
mystery of Christ,’’ he said. 

The pope said U.S. culture had 
positive values, but “‘like everything 
human’’ was marked by ‘‘elements which 
need to be purified and uplifted’’ by 
Christianity. 

“*In this perspective our task as pastors 
is to speak always the truth of Jesus Christ 
entrusted to the church,”’ he said. 
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
